Conditions  of  Sale 


t.  REJECTION  OF  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  w  ith  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  he  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

t.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

;.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of 
each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so 
required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for 
which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.  (fl^A  deposit  at  the  actual 
time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the  purchase  prices  as 
may  be  required.

The  mounts  were 
modeled  by  Duplessis  and  cast  and  shaped  by  Hervieu.  The  im- 
mense task  was  begun  by  the  construction  of  a  miniature  model  with 
wax  reproductions  of  all  the  bronzes  and  other  ornament,  and  the 
detail  and  finish  of  the  craftsmanship  was  such  that  the  original 
was  not  delivered  by  Riesener  at  Versailles  until  May,  1769.
